«— NOTES ON ARCHERY 


By E. B. WESTON 


In the old Archery and Tennis: Studia ¢ 


for Aug. 15, 1882, Launcelot—Will H. 
Thompson—hbas a very interesting re- 
viéw of the fourth annual meeting of 
the National Association, from which 
we take the following extract: 

“On the last da} of the meeting a 
apecial shoot was arranged at 100 yards 
for special prizes, donated by three 
archers, and being curious. to study this 
very matter, I arranged to shoot at 
a target with the champion, Homer §. 
Taylor, and Colonel Williams. It was 
at once apparent that neither the cham- 
‘pion or myself could force our shoot- 
ing, but Colonel Williams began as 


though the range was under his control. 
But despite the low and steady flight 
of his arrows, despite the faultless line 
kept throughout the whole 72 shots, and 
the beautiful grouping of his arrows 
at every end, either just under or just 
over the target, the scoring was very 
poor for even a mediocre archer, much 
less such a one as Colonel Williams. 

“I readily discovered the immediate 
cause of the failure in keeping the eleva- 
tion, but 1 could not tell the cause of 
the cause. 

“The perfect elevation is of course only 
to be kept by an unvarying draw and 
unvarying loose, The drawing of Colone! 
Williams was so exactly thé same at 
each shot that only in one instance did 
I think I detected a variance, but the 
loose was defective. In practise this 
gentleman's loose ig nearly perfection. 
His fingers are pulled smoothly and 
steadily backward off the stfing with a 
rather slow, firm and perfectly resolute 
movement. is the constant pulling 
until the string is gone, which gives the 
flat trajectory to his arrows, and is 
the choice quality in the shooting. : 

“Right here he failed. He would shoot

most excellent execution, except at the 
very last instant of the loose, and the 
arrow went on its course with the same 
line and elevation which the archer in- 
tended, but dropped just under the tar- 
get or lodged in the black or white 
below the gold. Fully one half of the 
shots were thus delivered. Occasionally 
he would hold everything taut through 
the critical moment and the fingers 
would come backward off the string with 
a firm and rubbery tenacity of pull that 
never ceased its vigor until the string 
had passed the fingers tips, In these 
instances there was always the same 
result. I could tell without following 
the flight of -the arrow that its destina- 
tion was ‘a gold, a red or at least a 
blue,” as Fisher said of Ford's. < 
“Now, Colonel Williams knew that his 
loose was failing him, but why? He 
could not tell, nor yet can I, 

“Now, the failure of the loose in his 
case was only partial. It was not only 
at the latter part of the loose, but 
at the very last of it. In a flight of 
60 yards the. results would have been 
very little worse than if the loose had 
been perfect, but at 100 yards the error 
was fatal.”

That property owners should be eligi- f the purchaser, buying for investment and 


ble to join a read estate exchange as 
associate members, such as is now al- 
lowed by the Massachusetts Real Estate 
Exchange, is urged by the National Real 
Estate Journal: Regarding the rela- 
tions the property owner bears to the 
real estate broker it says: 


“There is mo reason why the large 
property owner should not become an 
associate member of the real estate 
board of his home city. He is the man 
Who is vitally interested in the work 
that such organizations are doing and 
should become actively identified with 
the men who are devoting their best ef- 
forts to buikling up the. municipality 
and + thus enhancing the value of his 
property. 

“Every active real estate board is con- 
stantly working to improve local condi- 
tions and make real estate a profitable 
investment. All property owners are in- 
terested in safeguarding their holdings 
and in no-way can they do so more ef- 
fectively than by cooperating with the 
niembers of their local real estate ex- 
change. 

“From the standpoint of the exchange 
such membership is desirable since it 
identifies large property interests with 
the organization and enables it to exert 
a more powerful influence on municipal 
and state legislation. The real estate 
board that goes before its local council 
or state legislature backed by a strong 
associate membership of real estate own- 
ers is in a position to demand the kind 
of legislation that it requires. 

“There are also many other advantages 
which cannot fail to result from the close 
association of real estate agents and their 
clients.

‘foreign business, have been encroaching 
to such an extent upon the regular bank- 
ing field as to bring forth protests from 
the leading . bankers in various sections 
of the country. It has remained for the 
federal government to bring to light the 
}magnitude of these operations. 

A grand total of $374,312,924 repre- 
sented various forms of financial paper 
iagsued by the express companies during 
the year ended June 30, 1900, details of 
which have just come to light. It shoul 
be borne in mind, however, that the net 
earnings df the companies from these 
extraneous sources are ‘relatively small 
Total profits: of all companies from out- 
side sources was only $2,433,588. Over 
half of this outside revenue, moreover 
' went’ to American Express. 

The American Express Company leads 
competitors both in the amount of reve- 
nues from this branch of busihess as 
well as in the number of transactions 
with $250,529,712 of paper arising from 
7,321,269 individual transactions. Its 
nearest competitor was Wells-Fargo with 
$36,230,428, represented by 2,859,562 
transactions, United States Express 
Company with $24,400,000, Adams with 
$16,000,000, Southern with $15,000,000 
and Canadian with $10,500,000 ranked 
next in consecutive order. . 

Of the huge volume of financial paper 
bene by the various express companies 
$124,303,150 were represented in money 
orders, $24,589,630 in travelers’ cheqes, 

92,751,360 in C. QO, D. checks, while 
miscellaneous paper totaled $169,217,185. 
This figure, however, did not include $1,- 
766,078 in telegraphic transfers and §$1,- 
685,512 in letters of credit. 

It should be recalled: that Wells- “Fargo | 
early this year sold out the business of | 
the Wells-Fargo Bank in New York to 
the National Park Bank upon which the 
banking interests took hope that the 
other express companies would sooner or 
later abandon the banking business and 
continue alone in the express business. 


RETIREMENT OF 


The proposed retirement of 
shares of the common stock of the 
American Woolen Company has aroused 
considerable comment, most of which has 
been unfavorable. 

It is reported that the shares ‘which 
were needed to complete the total of 100,- 
000 shares were bought from time to 
time in the open market and are now in 
the company’s treasury. The transaction 
was legal in every respect, for the di- 
rectors were empowered by the charter 
to buy and sel] the company’s shares. 
If the stockholders fail to ratify the 
plan to retire these 100,000 shares, it is 
stated that they will remain in the 
treasury and will receive dividends with 
the other common shares, when divi- 
dends are paid. 

The money which was used to pur- 
chase the 95,000 odd shares came fram 
surplus accumulated since the organiza- 
tion of the company. 

The directors of the company feel that 
the preferred dividends are secure and 
that preferred stockholders should not 
expect that the earnings of the company 
should longer be devoted to building up 
and maintaining a surplus for their 
benefit alone.

Recognized as Best of Eighteenth Century — Built | 
by President of Parliament of Panis. | 


existed for centuries, but it is at the 
same time confidently expected that the 
native tribes will gradually see the bene- 
fit of civilized methods and desire to 
adopt them. 

It has been proved that the regions 
favorable for the growing of oil palms 
is not suitable to rubber cultivation. The 
natives dislike the rubber industry, but 
find the cultivation of the oil palms, a 
most congenial occupation, therefore 
nothing is likely to arise along the lines 
of previous trouble in the Kongo. 

Modern machinery will be imported for 
the purpose of extracting the oil from 
the trees, but the natives will not be 
foreed to use this; on the contrary they 
will be encouraged to continue their own 
method of doing the work by hand, until 
they actually desire to abandon the old 
svstem for the new. The people whom 
the company employ will have a mini- 
mum wage and an eight hour day, in 
which the time spent in conveying the 
palm fruit from the trees to the works 
will be included. 

A scheme for the building of schools 
is projected, where the natives will be 
taught by Europeans. It is expected 
that the natives will benefit immensely 
by the coming of the soap industry, as 
they will obtain a splendid market for 
their fruit, will continue to work at their 
old industry and will be employed under 
the most generous conditions. 


AUSTRIAN HOUSE 
IS DISSOLVED AND 
ELECTION CALLED 


VIENNA—The lower house of the 
Austrian Reichsrath was dissolved on 
Thursday and a new election was or- 
dered. 

A recent dispatch from Vienna said 
that Czech obstruction to the passage of 
the estimates had brought about another 
parliamentary crisis. 

The total extra credits asked for the 
army and navy during the next four 
years amount to $105,000,000, and the 
ministers intimated before the delega- 
tion that the, estimates would be in- 
creased later. | : 

It was pointed out then that the crea- 
tion of a large fleet of battleships was 
necessary in order that Austria might 
keep her place with the other powers.

VAST BED OF COAL 
UNDER ALBERTA

CALGARY, Alta.—That Alberta is not 
a wholly agricultural country is appar- 
ent from recent statistics which place 
the value of its mineral and timber prod- 
ucts for the past year at over $25,000.- 
000, although these industries are yet 
only in their infancy. It is said that 
practically the whole of Alberta is un- 
derlaid with a vast bed of coal, capable 
of supplying a population of many mil- 
lions for centuries, according to a report 
made many years. ago to the Dominion 
government.

In the meantime petitions are being 
forwarded to Parliament by Indians in 
Cape Town, Natal, and the Transvaal 
on the subject of the bill. The Indias 
in the Trafsvaal express their satisfac- 
tion with the measure but fear that 
immigrants may be forced to ‘register 
under the unrepealed Transvaal act of 
1908. The Indians in the Cape and Natal 
on the other hand express dissatisfaction 
with the measure since they consider 
that they will be deprived of their 
rights. They propose that Indians should 
be granted certificates of domicile before 
they leave South Africa and that in the 
event of their returning to the country 
they should be allowed to enter without 
being compelled to undergo the test.

it was frequently occupied by both Louis 
XIV. and Louis XV., who were in the 
habit of removing there with the court. 
It was at this chateau also that Voltaire 
composed “Henriade” and that Madame 
du Barry intrigued for the overthrow of 
the Due de Choiseyl. In 1777 the Count 
of Artois became the owner and gave 
a series of celebrated fetes which were 
attended by Louis XVI. and Marie An- 
toinette and which are still spoken of 
for their unique splendor and beauty. 


During the revolution this property 
was confiscated by the then acting gov- 
ernment and afterwards put up for sale 
as national property, being sold to a 
well known contractor for military 
transport. Afterwards in 1804 it be- 
came the property of Marechal Lannes. 

In 1818 it was acquired by Jacques 
| Laffitte, and later it was occupied by 
| Manuel, following the date of his ex- 
pulsion from the Chamber. and after him 
it passed into the hands of the cele- 
brated banker, Berenger, who resided 
there many years. In 1849 M. Thomas 
de Colmar became the owner, after 
which it was occupied by M. Gromme, 
a wealthy Russian merchant, and finally 
sold to the French government. 

According to the Temps the chateau 
of Maison-Laffitte is one of the few 
in France that still retains its origina! 
splendor, no restoration or in fact any 
change or modification of any kind hav- 
ing been made to it. The decorations 
of the facade are considered to be with- 
out a rival. The vestibule contains a 
wonderful piece of sculpture represent- 
ing a group of children, the work of 
Sarrazin, and in the salon on the ground 
floor is the famous chimneypiece with

LONDON—A wonderful piece of work 


has been done in making a new foun- 
dation for Winchester cathedral, Many 
years ago it was discovered that the 
cathedral was gradually swbsiding, the 


uprights becoming in some instances as 
many as 10 feet out of the perpendicular. 
A thorough investigation was made and 
it Was discovered that the original build- 
ers had been content to lay their founda- 
tions On a most uncertain soil, this soil 
being loose and above the gravel, af- 
fording no safety for the huge structure 
built upon it, and from an early date 
settlements began to appear. In 1906 
the present restoration was undertaken, 
as it was found that the beautiful ad- 
dition built in the thirteenth century 
had slid quite five inches away from the 
main structure and was rapidly sinking. 
To underpin the walls and carry them 
down below the level of the peat seemed 
to be the only course to be pursued. 
This proved an easy task until it was 
discovered that in certain places a bed 
of silt came between the peat and the 
gravel, when it was feared that if the 
water were merely pumped away the 
silt would draw, :

been in St. Marks in Venice, to employ 
the services of a diver in laying the 
foundations. In this instance the whole 
safety of the ‘cathedral depended upon 
his assistance, for it was discovered that 
the main structure rested on a raft of 
beech trees, because 10 feet below the 
surface water stood in the subsoil, When 
a layer of peat is pierced, the water 
which has been sealed rushes ih and fills 
the hole up to a level of 10 feet. The 
diver has to enter this, and lay on the 
gravel a layer of ¢oncrete about three 
feet thick; the “drift” is then pumped 
dry and thus the water is sealed down 
again. When this is completed the build- 
ers have a firm basis on which to under- 
pin the wall. By this means the outer 
wall of the east end from transept to 
transept has been secured, while the but- 
tresses of the “north wal] of the. nave, 
whose foundations have been carried 
down deeper, only needed underpinning. 
The shores have been removed from this 
part of the work, which now seems sat- 
isfactory and complete. 

On the south side extra buttresses will 
be needed and underpinning is in prog- 
ress.

When popular opinion reaches 
and Building extremes in such instances, superficial meas- 


ures frequently are adopted in order to allay 
Laws public resentment; a few prosecutions may 
|| be conducted; then the furor usually sub- 
| sides until revived again by happenings that 
disclose tore than ordinary culpability. 
This, we submit,’ never will be an effective way of dealing with 


the situation. Just as long as there is evasion of the law by owners 


of some,,buildings and lax enforcement of the law by the author- 
ities anywhere, whatever the restrictions imposed upon them, the 
status of working men and women in all factories or other build- 
ings will*not be adequately safeguarded. More building inspectors 
should be appointed, of course, in any city where they are needed, 
for at present it is‘necessary to reckon with owners who do not 
understand that they are ignoring their own interests when they 
jeopardize the welfare of their employees. But how much better 
it would be if the owners or landlords of their own volition would 
provide necessary devices and forethought! 

Monetary profit would appear to be a strange thing to consider 
as offsetting. a landlord’s obligation to erect fire escapes on his 
buildings*and provide doors that open outward from the rooms in 
which people are. at work.. How quickly the owner of a building, 
if he could be made to exchange places temporarily with the work- 
man, would demand such afrangements for his own protection. 
Still, that same owner may crowd hundreds of. persons into a build- 
ing and disregard precautions for their safety that a wise. man 
possessing less wealth would put into effect immediately. Grac- 
ually, we believe, landlords will come to see that no owner should 
feel ‘at ease until he has met the responsibility that ownership 
imposes upon him by providing ready means of exit for all occupants 
in case of emergency. 

Meanwhile, by all means let us have the building laws rigidly 
enforced; let public sentiment. require that every building wherein 
people are employed be made as safe as observance of the law can 
make it. Moreover, the fact should be emphasized that people do 
not sisi to have this matter dropped after a few landlords have 
been prosecuted: for non-compliance with the law; that they insist 
upon Observance of the building laws by every owner and all 
the time. ;

; SomEpopy put a trade dollar into circulation ah 
in Kansas City a few days ago, and the | 
mannéf in which it was handled and passed 
along indicated plainly to the careful 
obadrees that it had lost the last vestige of The Trade 
its once considerable following. The Kan- Dollar 
sas City Star, touching upon the interesting 
incident, says that in its passage it was 
treated very much as a hot potato when | 
pickéd up with the naked hand. Nobody ake 
wanted it, but it looked like real money, or as real money once 
looked, and it succeeded in performing the part of a medium of 
exchangé until it finally fell into the hands of a coin collector who 
put it away as a souvenir. | 

A trade dollar, of course, never was current coin. It was 
made expressly for the use of traders in the Orient who were 
often compelled to use Mexican dollars in paying for wares pur- 
chased in China, Japan and the Philippines. About 36,000,000 
trade dollars were coined and shipped. They were never as pop- 
‘ular-as the Mexican dollars, because they did not contain as much 
pure silver. In time, when silver became very cheap, both the Mex- 
ican and ‘American trade dollars: had to be withdrawn. {fn the 
meantime something like 8,000,000 of them found their way to this 
country and became mixed up with the circulation. Congress, for 
the relief of innocent persons, passed a law making them redeemable 
with standard silver dollars for six months. This very nearly, 
but not quite, cleaned them up. The trade dollar is ir comet 
worth about 50 cents today. It is larger than the so-called stand- 
ard silver dollar. : 

The last conspicuous appearance of the trade dollars in public 
was in the Bryan-McKinley campaign of 1896, when, for want 
of a standard dollar, or because, being larger, it would make a 
better impression, the free silver spellbinder was wont to hold it 
up between his thumb and forefinger and ask his audience if that 
kind of money was not plenty good enough for them; and when 
the gold standard spellbinder held it up between his thumb and 
forefinger, in the course of his peroration, and asked his audience 
whether they would be. willing to accept 50 cents’ worth of silver 
in return for a dollar’s worth of service. 

It really seers longer ago than 1896, and yet a great many 
things have happened since that time. For example, the purchasing 
power of the trade dollar then, figured at its intrinsic value, was 
not far from what the purchasing power of a gold dollar, figured 
at its face value, 1s now. 


[een] PreEssurRE having been brought to bear by 
Great Britain, Russia and Turkey, Persia 
must have realized that, as a first and impor- 
tant step toward the restoration of order 
within the country, the trade routes would 
have to be put in order. To do this required 
large sums of money. To obtain the neces- 
sary capital it was apparent that foreign 
loans would have to be made. But Persia 

‘had no financiers with experience sufficiently 

great to make them suitable to carry on proper negotiations. It was 

not improbable that Europe might have been found willing to advance 
the necessary tapital. But in such a case loans would undoubtedly 
have carried with them political control. Russian and British intima- 
tions were to the effect that a neutral state like Switzerland might 
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furnish a capable financiér to hold the key. to the Persian strong box. 
France ‘was also mentioned in this connection. But the Persian 
foreign office apparently was doing some thinking of its own. At 
Washington: the very capable. Mirza Ali Kuli Khan has for some 
lithe been the charge d'affaires for his government, and it was largely 
due to-his efforts that the United States government consented to 
take a hand in the financial. reorganization of Persia. 

The selection of W. Morgan Shuster, to be treasurer-general ; 


Frank E. Kairns, to be director of faxation; C. L. McCaskey, to be’ 


inspector of provincial revenues; R. W. Halls, to be auditor and 
accountant, and Bruce C. Dickey, to be inspector of taxation, may 
obviate the necessity for the placing of a Persian loan of any miagni- 
tude. It is true that the five Americans will be under the direction 
of the Persian minister of finance’ But that is merely a detail. 
What is most to the point is that the revenues of the country will 
pass under vigilant eyes, that business methods will supplant methods 
more or less shiftless, and that for the first time in its history Persia 
1s'to have a modern department of finance. Mr, Shuster’s experience 
in the customs service of Cuba and the Philippines points to his 
adaptability in the present instance. He knows where the loopholes 
are to be found. The current of modern life and thought about to 
be infused into the ancient Iranian monarchy should meet with few 
cross-currents since the Persians have expressed this desire to have 
America teach the financial lesson. 

As tor the United States,’ it will probably be found in time that 
no better diplomatic move has been made in years than this willing- 
ness to let American citizens finance Persia. American prestige in 
that part of the east can hardly fail to advanee.in proportion to 
whatever success comes to Mr. Shuster and his associates in the 
reorganization of Persian treasury affairs. The werld still figures 
results in money values. -If a surplus is created, instead of deficits 
as heretofore, somebody will get the credit. Russia and Great 
Britain will hardly object to an improved situation financially. The 
powers directly interested m Persia will be shown that what the 
United States can do in a comparatively unimportant country like 
Persia can be done no less effectively in China. American financiers 
command respect abroad, and with this government standing sponsor 
for the five men now entrusted with Persian tasks a period may be 
ushered itt when the republic of the west will be not least among the 
company of nations bearing messages of progress to the east. 
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WHEN the advocates of an international 
‘trunk highway between New York city &nd 
Interstate Montreal succeeded recently in obtaining the 

state Senate's approval of the project they 
Trunk may have contemplated the larger scheme 
of having the proposed road extend event- 
ually to Jacksonville, Fla. But, even if the 
latter idea was an afterthought, it seemingly 
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is a happy one, for by its application all of 
ow the Atlantic coast states, except those in 
New England, would be connected through the proposed highway 
with Canada, and the undertaking would gain a national importance 
distinct from what it means to New York alone under the present 
plan. With the inclusion of the extension southward, the highway 
presumably would pass through New York, New Jersey; Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, the District of Columbia, Virginia, Nath Car- 
olina, South Carolina and Georgia and into Florida’s largest city. 
In time, no doubt, the road might be extended into southern Florida 
as rapidly as the development of that section appeared to warrant. 

With a trunk highway between Montreal, and Jacksonville, 
nearly, if not quite; 2000 miles in length, the eastern states would 
possess what doubtless would rank as the world’s longest auto- 
mobile course, encouraging the more general use of commercial 
motor vehicles for interstate traffic. New York’s share of the 
expense for the international highway, as provided’ for in the Emer- 
son bill, which probably will come up in-the Assembly for passage 
this week, amounts to $1,600,000, and apparently nine other states 
would have to defray the entire expense of building the proposed 
extension into Florida. The utility of such a highway, though, 
will hardly be disputed. Since. the bicycle showed this country 
that the railroads had not lessened the need for good roads, sentiment 
has called increasingly for more of these avenues of traffic. Of 
late’ thére has been a growing belief that, although the national 
legislators who more than a century ago authorized the: building 
of a great highway from the Atlantic to the Pacifie planned 
unwisely, their folly consisted principally in anticipating by a hun- 
dred years or so the neéd that is making itself felt today. 

That transcontinental undertaking, which cost the nation about 
seven millions of dollars before it was abandoned after thirty-two 
years work, no doubt ‘made. Congress chary about attempting to 
improve. upon the generally unprofitable turnpikes built and main- 
tained in various states by private capital. Not since 1861 has 
the national government aided foad building, except jn an educa- 
tional way. Yet the conditions that drained the national treasury 
at that time have ceased to exist, and apparently no new reason 
has arisen to make it appear that federal participation in the expense 
of road building should, be permanently given up. Some states 
now build and maintain trunk highways at their own expense; 
others regard the financial obstacles to such a course on their part 
as insurmountable. This difficulty, perhaps, would be encountered 
in any attempt to extend the Montreal-New York highway far 
south. On the other hand, an appropriation by Congress might 
help to make that extension, if it ever is ‘built, of national scope 
and value. ;

Ir «PeruaAps nothing shows more clearly the 
good taste of a housewife than the manner 
in which she afranges the furniture in her 
reception rooms. An observing visitor may 
tell at a glance whether her controlling 
thought was the attainment of comfort or 
merely striking effect.

But a little contemplation is quite convincing of the adequacy 
ot good taste to meet almost any situation of this kind» Keermjudg- 
ment bases its conclusions regarding the household furnishings on 
the way the pictures are hung, whether too high or too low; the 
manner in which the chairs are placed, the number of rugs and their 
locations, the quality and the quantity of the knick-knacks, the lamps 
and the other accessories ofthe ordinary reception room. A man or 
a woman does not need to possess marked artistic discrimination in 
order to discover that neither comfort nor harmony of appearance is 
promoted by cramming a room full of odds and ends that serve no 
purpose.

They say, for, instance, that an increase in the appropriation for 
public ‘instruction will interfere with the paying of the state debt. 
The friends of wider and more thorough public instruction contend, 
on the other hand, that education is the first and most essential. need 
of the state and that it must take precedence of all else. “Liberal 
provision should be made for schools,” says the News-Scimitar, “if 
it is mecessary to cease payment on the publie debt. The debt can be 
paid a generation later without harm to the creditors or to the state, 
but neglect of education is a permanent loss.” This is true. More- 
over, the debt.of Tennessee is not such as to cause any concern. It is 
only about 2 per cent of the assessed valuation of property in the
